Formal Application for Tariff Revisions and Non recurring Charges 

This letter is in response to a notice of rejection in Case No. 2008-00150, an application 
to revise its tariff and non recurring charges. The following is the responses to the letter 
of rejection. 

Attached are the non-recurring charge cost justifications. See Section D of the non 
recurring charge section of the tariff, for a full description of the items for which the rate 
change is proposed, 

As stated in the cover sheet, of the original filing, Muhlenberg County can no longer 
absorb the increasing cost of the non recurring charges. The charges do not generate 
over 5 percent of the current revenue. In fact, non recurring charges are revenue 
neutral, since the income is equal to the cost of providing the service. In any event, the 
District can no longer absorb increased costs attributable to certain non-recurring 
charges. The customers affected by these increases will be the customers that cause 
the District to incur these additional expenses. 

Muhlenberg County Water District is a water district and a copy of the public notice is 
included in the original filing. The District made every effort for the notice to meet 
requirements. Ultimately it will be the decision of the Commission as to whether the 
notice meets requirements. Direct mailing is not required since the Muhlenburg County 
Water District is not a Sewer utility. 

in responding to the 30 days notice given to the Commissoin, the District did not include 
an effective date on its tariff. The district intended to not include an effective date. It is 
our understanding that if no effective date is shown on the tariff then the 30 days notice 
does not apply.
